carry over some used ears into 1931 and I’ve junked as many 
cheap ones as I possibly could and still keep afloat. Never- 
theless, in spite of everything, my net this year will be better 
than in that swell boom year of 1929. 

“What I’m wondering is whether if business picks up 
in 1931 and we begin selling automobiles again, is my factory 
immediately going to begin cramming them dewn my throat, 
so that I have to trade my head off to make sales?” This is 
not the end ef the letter, but it is the part that contains the 
germ of the thought that is probably fermening in dealer 
heads throughout the country. 

In answering our reader we give our honest opinion 
when we say that we do not believe that factories generally 
are going to ask their dealers to take more cars in 1931 than | 
they can sell at a reasonable profit. 

To begin with manufacturers today realize, as they never 
did before, that they can be prosperous only as their dealers 
are prosperous. Every factor worth talking about is de-| 
termined to keep its dealer organization as nearly intact as | 
possible. The bitter lesson of 1929 has not been forgotten. | 
Manufacturers are not likely to forget that a dealer may sell | 
more cars than ever before and end the year by getting out of | 
the automobile business with a determined “NEVER 
AGAIN.” 

The second condition on which we base our belief, is that | 
dealers g@énerally would refuse to be overloaded next year. | 
The year 1929 gave an object lesson in the fact that a retail | 
merchant might just as well retire from business in the first | 





place as to be driven into bankruptcy in the end by excessive | 
quotas. Getting out early would actually save money. Facto- 
ries know this; they recognize the state of the dealer mind. | 
and, rather than have their sales organizations emasculated, | 
they will hold schedules to economic limits. 

And finally, we base our belief on the influence of the! 
banks. These stony-hearted institutions are going to refuse | 
credit for carrying what they consider excessive allotments | 
of cars. And in the final analysis, that is the anchor that is| 
going to hold. 

All of which brings us back to our first regret that 
Americans generally have not formed the habit of writing to 
the editor. Such letters bring up problems for discussion 
and help drag evils out into the light of day. Readers of
